HIS WORK SO FAR IS SATISFACTORY. 


Baron Sternburg to Act for Germany 
on the Samoan Commission Which 
Will Sail from San Fran- 
cisco April 25. 


Washington, Apri: 14. — Admiral 
Kautz” actions in Samoa, as far as they 
are set forth in the official dispatches, 
are approved. Hewas instructed by the 
last mail steamer from Auckland to 
avoid needless collisions, but to protect 
property and life yntil the three treaty 
powers decided how to deal with the 
No further instructions have 
yet been sent to him, and if any go for- 
ward by cable within the next 24 hours, 
which is the limit of time available if 
the outgoing steamer is to be caught 
at Auckland, they will be simply a rep- 
etition of former orders. Department 
officials point out that from accounts 
so far received the admiral appears to 
have acted in conjunction with the 
British forces only in pursuagee of the 
policy of defense of foreign interests.

The commissioners are not likely to 
start from San Francisco on the steam- 
er of the 19th inst., as the instructions 
of the members have not been imparted. 

To Sail April 25. 

Washington, April 14.—The Samoan 
commission will sail for Apia on the 
United States naval transport Badger, 
leaving San Francisco on the 25th inst. 
This arrangement was made Thursday 


after Baron Speck von Sternburg, first 
secretary of the German embassy, had 


called on Secretary Hay and advised 
him of his appointment as the German 
member of the high commission. This 
completed the body. The formal an- 
nouncement of Baron Sternburg’s ap- 
pointment was received from the Ger- 
man foreign office, and gave general 
satisfaction among officials and diplo- 
mats, as throughout the recent troubles 
he exerted his influence in such man- 
ner as to win the heartiest approval of 
the state department as well as the 
British ambassador. His choice, there- 


-fore, was accepted as an evidence that 


the commissioners would be able to co- 
operate, and to reach the unanimous 
decision called for by the agreement. 
The early sailing of the commission is 
regarded as evidence that. the recent 
collision at Apia will be settled diplo- 
matically. Baron Sternburg comes of 
a distinguished German family, his 
grandfather, M. Baron Speck . Stern- 
burg, achieving prominence by induc- 
ing scientific farming into Germany, 


Russia and Australia. 


Tension Increased. 

London, April 14.—The Standard 
prints ‘the following dispatch from 
Berlin: The tension between Great 
Britain and Germany over the Samoan 
question has somewhat increased since 
Wednesday, the conference between 


Baron von Buelow (German minister of 


foreign affairs) and Sir Frank L. Es- 
celles (British ambassador at Berlin) 
having failed to settle all the disputed 
points. 
Bitter Against Great Britain. 

The afternoon newspapers continued 
their bitter comments on Great Britain. 
The semofficial Post strongly urges the 
reichstag to place at the government’s 
disposal forthwith the whole amount 
of the appropriations, passed in annual 
installments, for the naval increase last 
year, and to hasten the work of con- 
struction, arguing that “with a respect- 
able navy Germany need not fear a rep- 
etition of the humiliating occurrences 
at Samoa.”

Steal Our Ideas.

Washington, April 14. — President

missioners every day to express their 
satisfaction and their desire to become 
citizens of this country.

Captured by Filipinos. 

Manila, April 14.—Francisco Reyes, 
the man ‘who recently purchased the 
Spanish gunboats at Zamboanga, Is- 
land of Minandao, has received advices 
to the effect that the fleet sailed for 
Manila and returned a few days later 
with the vessels stripped of their guns 
and ammunition. The purchaser’s 
agents and native crews for the vessels, 
en board the American steamer Butuan, 
were conveyed to Zamboanga by the 
United States cruiser Boston and were 
instructed to wait for the arrival there 
of the United States gunboat Petrel. 
Instead of so doing, after the Boston 
sailed from Zamboanga the Spaniards 
transferred the gunboats to the agents 
of Senor Reyes and the fleet left Zam- 
koanga unescorted. They soon re- 
turned and reported having been board- 
ed by rebels, who removed the gun- 
boat’s armaments. If the instructions 
of the American naval commander had 
been obeyed their capture would have 
been impossible. Zamboanga is forti- 
fied and still garrisoned by Spaniards 
and the affair is regarded as suspicious. 

Boats Not Yet Paid For. 

Washington, April 14.—The war de- 
partment officials take a philosophical

NO EVIDENCE OF CHEMICALS. 


Dr. Bigelow, of the Agricultural De- 
partment, Submits Official Report 
to Beef Inquiry Court.

Rudolph K. Spicer, 
an undertaker of Harrisburg, Pa., said 
he had discovered crystalline salts in 
the refrigerator beef in Porto Rico, 
which reminded him of powders used in 
embalming.

The formal an- 
nouncement of Baron Sternburg’s ap- 
pointment was received from the Ger- 
man foreign office, and gave general 
satisfaction among officials and diplo- 
mats, as throughout the recent troubles 
he exerted his influence in such man- 
ner as to win the heartiest approval of 
the state department as well as the 
British ambassador. His choice, there- 


-fore, was accepted as an evidence that 


the commissioners would be able to co- 
operate, and to reach the unanimous 
decision called for by the agreement. 
The early sailing of the commission is 
regarded as evidence that. the recent 
collision at Apia will be settled diplo- 
matically. Baron Sternburg comes of 
a distinguished German family, his 
grandfather, M. Baron Speck Stern- 
burg, achieving prominence by induc- 
ing scientific farming into Germany, 


Russia and Australia. 


Tension Increased. 

London, April 14.—The Standard 
prints ‘the following dispatch from 
Berlin: The tension between Great 
Britain and Germany over the Samoan 
question has somewhat increased since 
Wednesday, the conference between 
Baron von Buelow (German minister of 
foreign affairs) and Sir Frank L. Es- 
celles (British ambassador at Terlin) 
having failed to settle all the disputed 
points. 

Bitter Against Great Britain, 

The afternoon newspapers continued 
their bitter comments on Great Britain. 
The semofficial Post strongly urges the 
reichstag to place at the government’s 
disposal forthwith the whole amount 
of the appropriations, passed in annual 
installments, for the naval inerease last 
year, and to hasten the work of con- 
struction, arguing that “with a respect- 
able navy Germany need not fear a rep- 
etition of the humiliating occurrences 
at Samoa.” 


Unanimity Rule Agreed To. 
Berlin, April 14.—The United States 
embassy at noon gave the correspond- 
ent here of the press the following state- 
ment: 


“We have received from the foreign office 
an account of the latest conflict in Samoa. 
The German government expressed sympa- 
thy and took occasion to urge the adoption 
of the unanimity rule in the findings of the 
Samoa commission, in order that the Ger- 
man commissioner, Baron Speck Von 
Sternberg, might sail for Samoa at the ear- 
liest moment possible. The German gov- 
ernment urged that only the early ar- 
rival of the commission will prevent fur- 
ther serious bloodshed. Thursday morning 
Baron Von Buelow informs the American 
ambassador that Great Britain has at last 
agreed to the unanimity rule, the United 
States also agreeing, and that the commis- 
sion can probably proceed to the islands 
without delay.” 


London, April 14.—The Daily Chroni- 


‘cle remarks editorially that if Lord 


Salisbury has yielded on the question 

of unanimity the Samoan commission 

may as well save itself the voyage. 
Statement Is Incorrect. 


London, April 14. — It is asserted 
that the statement that the mar- 
quis of Salisbury has unreservedly 
adhered to the principle -of una- 
nimity of the decisions of the Samoan 
commission is incorrect. The ques- 
tion as to the extent to which unanim- 
‘ty is necessary has still to be settled 
and certain reservations will probably 
be made by Great Britain. The exact 
terms of the instructions to the com- 
missioners have not yet been agreed 
upon. 

Newspaper Comment.

The Cologne Gazette remarks:

Last Rites Over the Remains of the 
Late Justice Field Are Held in 
Washington. 


Washington, April 14.—Impressive 
funeral services were held over the re- 
mains of the late Justice Stephen J. 
Field at the Church of the Epiphany 
at 10:30 in the morning. The church 
was crowded with a distinguished com- 
pany gathered to pay their last tribute 
of respect and honor to the memory of 
the great jurist. Among those present 
were President McKinley, Secretaries 
Wilson and Long, Attorney General 
Griggs, the British, Russian and Ger- 
man ambassadors, the Chinese. minis- 
ter and the diplomatic representatives 
of other foreign countries, ex-Post- 
master General Don M. Dickinson, ex- 
Senator Edmunds, many senators and 
representatives and other distinguished 
people high in official and social life. 
Rev. Satterlee, the bishop of Washing- 
ton, assisted by Rev. Mackay-Smith, the 
pastor of the late justice, officiated. The 
simple burial service of the Episcopal 
church was read and the choir sang 
“Lead, Kindly Light,” “Rock of Ages” 
and “Nearer, My God, to Thee.” Chief 
Justice Fuller and his associates on the 
supreme bench acted as honorary pall- 
bearers. The remains were interred in 
a vault at Rock Creek cemetery, where 
they will remain temporarily until Mrs. 
Field decides where they are to be per- 
inanently buried.

St. Louis, Mo., April 14.—Ever since 
the purported decision of Judge Thom- 
as H. Peabody, of the court of criminal 
correction, justifying wife beating or 
chastisement by a husband of a wife 


publicity, the judge has received hun- 
dreds of condemnatory letters from 
persons in various parts of the country. 
Thursday Judge Peabody came out in 
a card, utterly repudiating the whole 
report as false, and adds that during his 
Service on the bench ke haè always se- 
verely punished wife-beating and the 
abusers of children arraigned before 
him. 


Combination Assured, 
Pittsburgh, Pa., April 14.—The big 
combination of all the coal interests on 
the Monongahela river, predicted in 
these dispatches several weeks ago, is 
now an assured fact. Options have been 
secured on practically all river mines, 
mine property, coal boats, tow boats, 
etc, and appraisements will begin 
within ten days. Whitney & Steven- 
son, brokers of this city, who are en- 
gineering the scheme, say the combina- 
tion will be capitalized at $30,000,000, 
divided into $15,000,000 common stock, 
$7,500,000 preferred and _ $7,500,000 
bonds. Eastern capitalists are anxious 
to invest, but Pittsburgh capital will be 
given the first chance to subscribe for 
the bonds. : 


Steal Our Ideas. 
Washington, April 14.—The interior 
department has received a communica- 
tion from an American firm which has 
business interests in German, saying 
that American manufacturers run a 
great risk of having their machinery 
duplicated if introduced into Germany 
before it is patented in that country. A 
report from their manager in Germany 
states that machinery has been sold to 
residents of Germany, taken to the 
shops there, duplicated, and the imita- 
tions sold for a lower price than that 
asked for the original machine. 


Gets the Original Rolls. 
Havana, April 14.—The original rolls 
of the Cuban army were delivered to 
Gov. Gen. Brooke at eight o’clock Thurs- 
day evening. Senor Domingo Mendez 
Capote, vice president of the recently- 
dissolved military assembly and long 
prominent in Cuban affairs, volun- 
teered to attempt to obtain them from 
the special executive committee that 
survived the assembly. The rolls were 
delivered to him on his first request.

Washington, April 14. — President 
McKinley has received a dispatch from 
Dr. Schurmann, president of the Phil- 
ippine commission now at Manila, the 
message saying that the proclamation 
recently issued had done great good, 
and that Filipinos are visiting the com- 
missioners every day to express their 
satisfaction and their desire to become 
citizens of this country. The message 
also stated that Filipinos coming into 
Manila declare that Aguinaldo’s gov- 
ernment is tyrannical, and that many 
natives are deserting from his stand- 
ards each day. 

Captured by Filipinos. 

Manila, April 14.—Francisco Reyes, 
the man who recently purchased the 
Spanish gunboats at Zamboanga, Is- 
land of Minandao, has received advices 
to the effect that the fleet sailed for 
Manila and returned a few days later 
with the vessels stripped of their guns 
end ammunition. The purchaser’s 
agents and native crews for the vessels, 
on board the American steamer Butuan, 
were conveyed to Zamboanga by the 
United States cruiser Boston and were 
instructed to wait for the arrival there 
of the United States gunboat Petrel. 
Instead of so doing, after the Boston

sailed from Zamboanga the Spaniards 


transferred the gunboats to the agents 
of Senor Reyes and the fleet left Zam- 
koanga unescorted. ‘They soon re- 
turned and reported having been board- 
ed by rebels, who removed the gun- 
boat’s armaments. If the instructions 
of the American naval commander had 
been obeyed their capture would have 
been impossible. Zamboanga is forti- 
fied and still garrisoned by Spaniards 
and the affair is regarded as suspicious. 
Boats Not Yet Paid For. 

Washington, April 14.—The war de- 
partment officials take a philosophical 
view of the reported capture by the in- 
surgents in the vicinity of Zamboango 


of the arms and ammunition of the. 


Spanish gunboats which were to be- 
come the property of the United States. 
They say that Gen. Otis has withheld 
payment for any of these boats until 
they were delivered to him at Manila. It 
is regretted that the insurgents should 
possess the guns, but, it is said, they 
will not be able to secure and keep on 
hand a supply of ammunition for them. 
The United States forces have so far 
had no trouble with insurgents.on the 
island of Minandao, and in view of 
the suspicious circumstances attending 
the capture of these guns it is appre- 
hended that some persons, possibly 
Spanish sympathizers with Aguinaldo, 
have caused the guns to be sent to him. 


DISARMING. PANA. CITIZENS. 


Militia Search Houses and Mine Build- 
ings—They Find Very 
Few Guns. 


Pana, Ill, April 14.—Peace continues 
to. reign in Pana, and beyond the patrol 
of the streets by the military there is 
nothing to indicate that the city was 
ever in-a turbulent state. 

Douglas S. Harper and J. L. James, 
victims of Monday’s riot, were buried 
Thursday morning in potter’s field. 

Soldiers began Thursday morning 
searching the houses of miners and 
other citizens and the buildings of the 
coal company’s mines for guns and am- 
munition. The citizens generally grace- 
fully submitted, but the soldiers found 
few firearms, as the owners of guns had 
taken advantage of the time, “48 hours,” 
given in the governor’s proclamation, 
“in which to surrender all arms,” and 
had secreted them successfully. Guns 
at the top works of the mines had like- 
wise been secreted, evidently in the 
mines. 

The coroner’s jury has failed to reach 
a verdict on the death of Xavier Lecocq. 
The jurors stand three for placing the 
responsibility for Lecocq’s death on the 
negro, Henry Stephens, now in jail at 
Taylorville, and three for “party un- 
known.”

NO EVIDENCE OF CHEMICALS. 


Dr. Bigelow, of the Agricultural Dee 
partment, Submits Official Report 
to Beef Inquiry Court. 


Washington, April 14—Dr. W. D. 
Bigelow, chemist of the agricultural de- 
partment, told the Wade court of in- 
quiry Thursday that the canned beef 
was a wholesome and nutritive product 
-—even more nutritious than fresh beef, 
because of the prepondenance of pro- 
teids. He also gave the details of his 
general investigation in the canned beef 
supply, showing the meat to be a gen- 
erally satisfactory ration. Prof. Mal- 
let, professor of chemistry at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, presented a con- 
trary view. He expressed the opinion 
that a chemical analysis was not suf- 
ficient test of the character of a food 
product, saying that various conditions 
necessarily must be considered. He 
did not regard the canned roast beef a 
desirable ration. Rudolph K. Spicer, 
an undertaker of Harrisburg, Pa., said 
he had discovered crystalline salts in 
the refrigerator beef in Porto Rico, 
which reminded him of powders used in 
embalming. 


Bottom Fell Out, 

San Francisco, April 14.—Passengers 
on the steamer City of Rio de Janeiro 
from Honolulu state that on March 23 
the bottom of the great voleano fell out, 
followed by great clouds of dust and 
smoke. Some alarm was felt by the 
guests of the Voleano house, occasioned 
by the noise and the frequent land- 
slides which followed, but some of the 
guests became reassured and started to 
investigate the phenomenon. A hole 
150 feet in diameter showed the extent 
of the cave-in. All attempts to locate 
the bottom of the crator were unavail- 
ing, and some atthorities place it at 800 
feet below the mouth of the crater. 


Wants Active Duty. 

Washington, April 14.—Gen. Joseph 
Wheeler was at the white house Thurs- 
day. He said that he desires active 
duty in the Philippines and if not as- 
signed to active duty will resign. He 
expects to resign before the Fifty-sixth 
congress meets, to take his seat in the 
house of representatives. 


Died of His Injuries. 

Grass Valley, Cal., April 14.—Charles 
Dial, one of the best-known baseball 
players in California, died here Thurs-

STREET SPRINKLING. -

To the Elcitor: 

The subject of street sprinkling being 
before the people of Ann Arbor, allow 
me to. give the prale tical workings of 
sprinkling in the city off St. Paul, my: 
former home. 

Ais I am writing this I have before me 
the Treasurer’s receipt for 1897, for 
sprinkling two business blocks and one 
private residence. 
ft. front on one of the main business 
streets, one paved with asphalt and 
the other with cedar blocks. | 

The assessment for the entire gason,- 
embracing nearly 8 months of sprink- 
ling, was 80 cents, or about ten cents a 
month for each store. There Seems to 
be no difference in the charge on acc- 
count of the different kind of pavement, 
the charge averaging about one-half of 
a cent per front foot a month or four 
cents per front foot during the season. 


Thie residence was loeated half a mile»), 


from the business center and contained 
a frontage of one hundred and ninety 
feet (being a corner).
